Airport injunction hearing enters third day

The hearing to decide whether 
construction will be stopped on a 
runway expansion project at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport was expected to 
move into its third day today. 

U.S. District Court Judge Cornelia G. 
Kennedy listened to testimony Monday 
and Tuesday from representatives of 
three Romulus factions who are 
seeking to halt further airport runway 
construction, and from attorneys for 
Wayne County and the federal 
government. 

A member of Judge Kennedy’s staff 
said Tuesday the judge “hopes it will 
end today of course, but it is not known 
really how long the hearing will last.” 


The hearing began Monday at 10 
a.m., ended at 5 p.m. and was 
scheduled to resume yesterday at 10 
a.m. 

The plaintiffs— the city of Romulus, 
Romulus Community School District 
and homeowner Fouad Berry- 
introduced evidence against the 
defendents through their attorney, 
Jerrold A. Fadem of Beverly Hills, 


Calif. Romulus was supported at the 
opening day of the hearing by Mayor 
Terry Troutt, City Council President 
Beverly McAnally, Treasurer John B. 
Lewkowicz and several council 
members. 

Troutt described the atmosphere of 
the hearing as being in Romulus’ favor. 

“The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission representatives appeared very 


worried and upset about the whole 
thing,” he said. “Fadem did an ex- 
cellent job of presenting the evidence 
and had very good witnesses.” 

Fadem's presentation focused on the 
impact of noise from the airport, and 
how the proposed new runway would 
worsen it, Troutt added. 

Defendants in the injunction suit are 
Wayne County, the County Board of 


Commissioners, Secretary of Tran- 
sportation Claud S. Brinegar and 
Federal Aviation Administrator 
Alexander Butterfield. 

Expected as “expert witnesses” for 
the Romulus parties were Dr. Karl 
Kryter, director of Sensory Scientists 
Research Center of the Stanford 
University Research Institute; and Dr. 
Maurice A. Garbell, president of 


M.A.G. Consultants Inc. of San 
✓'Francisco, Calif. 

Kryter is regarded as one of the top 
audio or sound experts in the country 
and Garbell has studied airport- 
neighborhood compatibility problems. 

A key witness in Fadem’s case is 
Butterfield, who drew up the En- 
vironmental Impact Statement which 
Fadem charges falsely portrays the 
effect of aircraft on the community. 

Judge Kennedy is expected to grant 
or d! c "" :, ’ c ' the injunction sometime this 
week. If the injunction is granted, a 
later trial will be held to determine if a 
permanent injunction— or halt— will be 
imposed on the runway construction.

City to open hearings 
on expected grant use 



New judge takes oath

What to do with $667,000 in federJl 
grant money likely to come to Romulus 
in the next five years is expected to be 
decided after a series of four public 
hearings on the issue concludes Jan. 21. 

The first is at 7:3u p.m. tomorrow at 
Harrison Elementary School, where 
Community Assistance Director 
Charles Omarzu and other city officials 
will listen to citizen opinions on how the 
money should be spent 

The final three scheduled public 


hearings are Jan. 15, 16 and 21, at 
different locations. 

The city is required to offer citizens 
an active role in the utilization of the 
grant money, expected to come to the 
city under the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Program. 

Public hearings ge nera I ly are 
regarded as the best w r ay to gather 
wide-spread public opinion, according 
to officials. 

After the hearings, Omarzu will draw 
up the necessary applications for the 
federal money which will then be of- 
fered for public scrutiny, he said. The 
public may then propose revisions and 


changes in the applications, he added. 

The $667,000 anticipated for Romulus 
represents the city’s potential share of 
a large grant set aside by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) to assist cities in 
building projects, slum elimination and 
public works programs, among others 
The money cannot be used for 
building or improving on government 
offices (including courthouses), 
stadiums and sports arenas, schools, 
transportation depots, hospitals or 
nursing homes. 

Prior to submitting its application for 
the funds, Romulus is required to have 
“provided its citizens with adequate 
information concerning the amount of 
funds available; the range of activities 
that may be undertaken; held at least 
two public hearings; and provided 
citizens an adequate opportunity to 
participate in the development of the 
application and in. ..any revisions, 
changes or amendments,” according to 
HUD. 

Omarzu said obtaining the money is 
not a certainty, but added that if 
Romulus’ application is approved, an 
amount of money considerably larger 
than the $667,000* could be granted the 
city. 

He said $150,000 could be available to 
Romulus for each of the next three 
years and two-thirds of that yearly 
amount — or about $102,000 — in each of 
the following two years. 

The Block Grant Program is a first- 
year program which replaces several 
Model Cities and urban renewal 
projects. 


When Henry Zaborowski enters a 
courtroom these days, he views it from 
an entirely new angle than that from 
which he observed for the last 11 years. 

Instead of Zaborowski the attorney, 
as he was known since 1963, the former 
Belleville lawyer now is Judge 
Zaborowski, and will be sharing the 
34 th District Court duties with James B. 
Stone. 

The 34th District includes Romulus, 
Belleville, and Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron townships. 

Officially beginning his new duties 
Jan. 1, the new' judge was swom-in by 
Stone. The two will share the existing 
cxmrt facilities at 30240 Eureka Road in 
Romulus. The city purchased an $8,000 
mobile trailer to serve as a temporary 
courtroom for Zaborowski, but he said 
the interior is not yet finished. 

The trailer is located at the rear of 
the courthouse and will be used for non- 
jury trials. 

Zaborowski already is displeased 
with the makeshift courtroom, 
however. 

“The access to the clerk’s office is 
bad,” he said. “They should put the 
‘box’ they brought in over on the south 
end of the building, build a breezeway 
and connect it to the clerk’s office.” 

Actually, Zaborowski hasn’t had 
much occasion to use his courtroom 
yet By law a new' judge must spend five 
days visiting other district courts to 
view- their administrative operations, 
and Zaborowski spent the first two days 
of this week at Westland’s 18th District 
Court. He will visit the 33rd District 
Court in Trenton the final three days in 
January. 

“Basically. 1 viewed the ad- 
ministrative part of the court in 
Westland,” he said. “I’ve seen plenty of 
the actual courtroom part as an at- 
torney, so I’m studying the office 
management angle and the intricacies 
of the court not seen by attorneys.” 

Although he already handled a 
“dozen or so” cases last week after 
being sworn in, the judge actually 
swings into his full-time routine today

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Public to voice views 
on railroad crossing 


be maintained and that the closing of 
the Romaine crossings would not in- 
convenience seriously the people in the 
area, according to Romulus Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) Director 
David J. Paul. 

Paul said the closing of the crossing 
would in his estimation create a “minor 
inconvenience, ” but admitted that 
nearby residents might mount a 
stronger protest. 

In particular, he noted the Columbian 
Subdivision which uses the Romaine 
crossing as one of three entrance-exits. 
With the crossing blocked off to autos, 
traffic would have to be re-routed to use 
the entrance-exits off of Romulus Road 
or Ozga Road. 


The Ozga route recently was made 
available with the opening of a new 
overpass spanning 1-94. 

Paul said the stretch of Romaine 
between Perry and Goddard is very 
short, minimizing what could be a 
larger traffic headache if a large 
number of vehicles have to turn around 
after finding the crossing closed. 

The railroad also informed the city 
that it plans to install signal devices at 
the Ozga Road crossing, at a cost of 
$60 000. According to the plan, Romulus 
wdild pay $8,000 of the total, which 
would come out of the city’s highway 
department budget, Paul said. 

That plan also will be subject to 
public scrutihy at the hearing.

Welcome signs 
get facelifting 


Motorists who in the past 
frowned at those rusted and 
often-illegible “Welcome to 
Romulus” signs posted at 
entrances to the city, are 
finding the greetings much 
more attractive lately. 

Department of Public 
Works (DPW) employees 
last week began putting up 
new, welcome signs, 
featuring the city’s official 
seal highlighted with tones of 
green, yellow, blue and 
black. 

The 3-by-4-foot aluminum 
signs, which were silk- 
screened rather than 
printed, are the result of 
efforts by a 19-year-old 
Romuls man, DPW officials 
and a Wayne sign-maker. 

Gary Barton, 19, a 
sophomore at Eastern 
Michigan University and a 
Romulus High School 
graduate, designed the of- 
ficial seal when Romulus 
became a city in 1970. 


The seal depicts a factory, 
airplane and other sights 
native to Romulus within a 
circle, symbolic of the city’s 
industry, airport and 
cleanliness. 

Inside the circle are more 
figures, representing the 
city’s schools and ex- 
pressway. 

Barton’s design won top 
prize in a Women’s 
Democratic Club Auxiliary 
contest in 1970. 

To make the new signs, the 
city submitted the seal to 
sign-maker Jim Bolton, 
owner of Jan’s Signs in 
Wayne. Bolton made a 
sketch of a sign and sub- 
mitted it to the DPW and city 
for inspection. His design 
included the words 
“Welcome to Romulus’’ 
around the seal. The city 
liked it and subsequently 
ordered 50 signs from Bolton 
at $30 each, for a total of 
$1,500.

Huron hopes 
to avoid strike 


Struggling to get back on 
its feet after being evicted 
from its location of eight 
years, the Romulus Thrift 
Shop finally has found a 
place to call home - if only 
temporarily. 

The congregation and The 
Rev. David M. Standfest of 
the Romulus Wesleyan 
Church on Goddard at Five 
Points has donated space in 
the church to the thrift shop 
“until the shop locates a 
permanent place to go,” said 
Lois Sweet, the thrift shop’s 
acting director. 

She and director Florence 
Klein expressed their thanks 
to the church for temporarily 
donating the space, which 
will primarily be used for 
storing clothing items, Mrs. 
Sweet continued. 

The thrift shop employees 
also will continue their job 
referral services from the 
church ‘ ‘headquarters,” 
Klein said. 

When the shop will open in 


the church is not known, but 
the ladies indicated it may 
open next week. Mrs. Klein 
said a public announcement 
would be made. 

While in their temporary 
quarters, the directors will 
continue to seek a per- 
manent location for the non- 
profit organization. The 
thrift shop donated clothing, 


household items and referral 
services to needy persons in 
Western Wayne County for 
eight years out of its 
facilities in the Romulus 
Community Schools’ Special 
Services Building on 
Washington Street, ending 
Jan. 1 because the school 
district said it needed the 
space. 


Much of the shop's stock of 
clothing and household items 
was donated to the Salvation 
Army, since the shop’s 
directors had no place to 
store it. They did, however, 
salvage a supply of baby 
clothes and related items. 

The temporary acquisition 
of the Wesleyan Church 
rescued the shop, although 
Mrs. Klein said it will 
probably take several 
months to “put a good 
foundation under us again.” 

“The shop will continue, 
but it is in the process of 
reorganizing and 
relocating,” she added. 
“We’re definitely not going 
to close it, but just change its 
structure temporarily.” 

A recent plea by the 
directors for a piece of land 
to locate a new shop on went 
unheeded, as did a request 
for money donations. 

Mrs. Klein said donations 
are welcome, and may be 
sent to P.O. Box 375 in 
Romulus. 


Commissioners

The 9-member Romulus Recreation Commission has been 
visiting municipal recreation centers in Taylor and Wyan- 
dotte as a means of helping to determine the feasibility of 
building a recreation and community center here.

While no definite 
statement of intention has 
been issued by the Huron 
Education Association 
(HEA) regarding a possible 
sympathy walkout in support 
of some 180 fired teachers in 
the Crestwood School 
District, Huron School of- 
ficials remain hopeful there 
will be no interruption of 
classes. 

“We’re hopeful they will 
not walkout,” said Philip 
Dailey, administrative 
assistant to the Huron Board 
of Education. “It is my 
understanding the teachers 
were to meet Tuesday to 
discuss the matter.” 

Dailey added that the 
board took formal action at 
its last regular meeting to 
open negotiations on next 
year’s contract with the 
HEA 

“The board would like to 
assure continuity of 
operations and get the 


contract settled before the 
end of school,” he said. 

Dailey indicated that the 
board’s show of good in- 
tention in calling for a start 
of negotiations combined 
with a no-strike clause in the 
current HEA contract has 
led officials to be hopeful 
about the district's relation 
to the Crestwood situation. 

HEA President Colleen 
Christenson could not be 
reached for comment on the 
position of the teacher union. 

In other areas, the Huron 
Board of Education resolved 
in special session Monday 
night to hold an election on 
Feb. 24 asking voter ap- 
proval of two items. 

The first item is a 
proposed bond issue of $4.9 
million to refurbish existing 
facilities, new additions and 
the site at several district 
schools. 

The second item involves a 
request for renewal of three 
mills for operating expenses. 
The levy expires in June, and 
the February ballot item 
seeks renewal for a 20-year 
period. 
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In Michigan 

This year will be year of the dollar 


If 1974 was the year of ethics in 
Lansing, and it was, 1975 will be the 
year of the dollar. 

The big question to be answered by 
the governor and the Legislature this 
year will be how to distribute a tightly 
drawn state budget and how much to 
raise taxes to pay for it. 

The tone of both years reflects the 
national picture and mood. 

Lansing’s year of ethics featured a 
year-long battle over campaign reform 
legislation and was highlighted by the 
resignation of a state senator, the 


censuring of a state representative and 
the investigation of a lieutenant 
governor candiate. 

The state senator, Charles 
Youngblood, resigned after a bribery 
conspiracy conviction. The state 
representative, Joe S meek e ns, was 
censured because of some questionable 
expense account items. The lieutenant 
governor candidate, James Damman, 
was investigated after being accused of 
conflict of interest while a Troy city 
official. The investigation hasn’t been 
completed yet. 


But such brouhahas are luxury items 
in the world of government. They in- 
volve personalities and their foibles or 
alleged foibles and are peripheral to the 
main question of who gets what and 
who pays what. 

It’s that basic question that will be 
front and center this year. 

Gone is the booming economy that 
enabled the state to cut taxes twice in 
the past two years Gone is the huge 
budget surplus that allowed spending 
increases without corresponding tax 
increases. 

Now it’s time to pay the piper. The 
state will end the budget year with no 
surplus. Instead, it will face a situation 
where current spending levels and 
current tax levels are incompatible. 
Taxes will have to go up or spending 
will have to drop. The betting is that the 
taxes will rise. 

During the current fiscal year the 
state is spending better than $200 
million more than it is taking in. That 
circumstance alone led everyone to the 
conclusion another tax increase would 
come in 1975. 

Then in November voters repealed 
another $200 million per year in 
revenues by taking the sales tax off 


food and drugs. That means a $400 
million differential if current levels 
were maintained. . 

Gov. William G. Milliken has been 
talking for the past few months of the 
need to tighten belts and bite the bullet. 
He said before the election no tax in- 
crease would be needed if the sales tax 
on food and drugs was kept. 

The odds appear that he will come 


before the Legislature early in the year 
with a request for a small tax increase 
of probably less than $200 million per 
year. He will say that is enough to pay 
for a forward looking responsible 
budget. And he will tell the Democrats 
who run both chambers that if they 
want more money than that, they’ll 
have to do it on their own. 

He will be cast in the position of a 


governor trying to hold the line on 
spending and he will offer the 
Legislature the options of either 
following his lead or raising taxes 
higher than he asked for with him 
complaining all the way. 

It will be a lot more intense than the 
ethics debates because it is a lot more 
basic. It also will be a lot more in- 
teresting.

Booklet offers 


humor on political scene

Too bad there were so few people in 
the Capitol when Bed Falbaum tried to 
peddle his booklet of political humor. 

The Falbaum publication, titled 
“Just For Fun’’ could serve as an 
important reminderto state lawmakers 
in the months ahead when they are 

wrestling with the heavy burdens of a 
faltering economy. 

The reminder is that even during the 
toughest of times — when unem- 
ployment is skyrocketing to new 
heights and the state treasury is 
eroding faster than the Lake Michigan 
shoreline — it’s important to retain a 
sense of humor. 

That means you shouldn’t forget how 
to laugh.

Falbaum, a speech writer for the 
Detroit Edison Co., accumulated many 
of the political punchlines in his booklet 
during his 4-year tenure as press 
secretary to former Lt. Gov. James 
Brickley. 

Many of the jokes were used in 
Brickley’s speeches which Falbaum, a 
native of Berlin, Germany, wrote. 
Others were written specially for the 
yellow-covered joke booklet. 

Explaining why he used a sizable 
amount of his own money for such a 
publishing venture, Falbaum said it 
was to help break some of the doom and 
gloom which pervades society after 
Watergate and during a sour economy. 

“I’m not trying to make money by 
selling these,” the 36-year-old Oak Park 


resident said. “In fact, if I sell all 1,500 
I’ll just break even.” 

Falbaum said in a philosophical 
voice, the important thing - is that 
people loosen-up, laugh more and see 
the humor which surrounds them 
everyday. 

He went on to say that he doesn’t 
mean that people should become 
professional comedians, just that they 
shouldn’t take things so seriously. 

That’s pretty tough to buy during a 
time when throngs of people don’t have 
jobs, when the homicide rate in Detroit 
is soaring out of sight, and when most 
everybody has hit the top of the cynic’s 
scale. 

But, Falbaum, who spent 10 years as 
a refugee with his family in SJianghai, 


said that it is necessary for a person to 
keep a sense of humor, in order tfc keep 
everything on an even keel. 

A good portion of Falbaum’s barbs 
are aimed at the Detroit area and 
Detroit area politicians. 

Here’s a sample: 

— The Detroit Tourist Council, 
seeking ways to counteract the 
publicity given Detroit as the Murder 
Capitol of the United State, has voted 
against installing life insurance 
machines at the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport in Romulus. 

— One suburban mother, drawing a 
distinction between cross-district 
busing and busing to private schools, 
said the two are as different as black * 
and white. 


-• The suburbs insist that they didn’t 
discriminate, indicating that they abide 
by an open housing policy between 2-4 
p.m. on Sunday. 

— If suburbanites keep moving 
further from Detroit, they may soon 
have to get an oil change before 
arriving at work... and their zip codes 
will have 12 digits. 

And for the folks inside the city: 

— Air pollution is another big 
problem in the big city. Residents near 
factories have a saying that “on a clear 
day you can see whether your roof 
needs new shingles.” 

-r I won’t say that you have to wait 
long for police to arrive at the scene of 
a crime but one fellow’s shotgun wound 
healed before they came. 


Falbaum also has his own versions of 
President Nixon’s resignation speech; 
President Ford’s acceptance speech; 
the lS^-minute gap as transcribed by 
Rose Mary Woods, and a transcript of 
the meeting between President Ford 
and Leonoid Brezhnev.

Perspective from Africa 


Naval activity could affect your life

the South African crisis in the United Nations to 
update the perspective for our readers and readers 
of other Panax Newspapers. 

His series is in f o u r parts and the first part is 
being published today in The Enterprise-Roman. 


SIMONSTOWN, Republic of South 
Africa — In the pink dawn light a Soviet 
destroyer, with all her reconnaissance 
gear whirling and pinging, makes her 
way cautiously down the Mozambique 
Channel separating the African 
mainland from the island Malagasy 
Republic. 

South Africa’s # alert defense 
establishment spots the ship. 
Sophisticated apparatus monitors the 
vessel’s every move, feeding the in- 
formation back to Simonstown, 
headquarters of the South African Navy 
adjacent to Cape Town and the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

Simonstown, a smoothly run facility, 
keeps guard of that vital area of the 
world where the South Atlantic meets 
the Indian Ocean. For a variety of 
political reasons much of the western 
world, including the United States, 
largely ignores Simonstown. 

Yet it would be a disaster for the 
noncommunist world if this naval base 
ever fell into the wrong hands or was 
unable to keep open the sea routes 
around the Cape. 

The hide-and-seek activity goes on 
around the clock 365 days a year. But it 
is not just a game for either side as the 
Russians probe and the South Africans 
keep careful watch. 

A newspaper reader in the Unite** 
States, living literally half a world 
away, might at first glance see little 
connection between this naval activity 
and his personal life, might even regard 
the scene sketched above as an at- 
tention-getting opening for a thriller 
movie or novel. 

Intelligence sources stress that such 
an assessment could not be further 
from the truth. If the Mozambique 
Channel, off of Africa's East Coast, oi 
any of the other approaches to the Cape 
of Good Hope ever came under enemy 
control in the event of an all out East- 
West confrontation, the present 
petroleum shortage in the western 
world would become a petroleum 
drought. 

Every day more than a million tons of 
crude oil from the Middle East pass the 
Cape heading into the Atlantic. This 
volume represents the oil in a dozen or 
more giant tankers, with a similar 
number heading in the opposite 
direction empty. 

fhe Mozambique Channel is 130 miles 
. wide at its narrowest point A Soviet 
blockade there would force tankers to 
swing well to the eastward in the Indian 
Ocean before they could round the Cape 
of Good Hope. Once scattered like that, 


they would be extremely vulnerable. 

Even if no direct naval confrontation 
with the Russians ever developed, 
communist guerrilla forces supplied 
with armed vessels and operating in the 
fashion of old time pirates could 
harrass the big clumsy tankers by 
sailing out from the Mozambique shore 
or from coves along the coast of the 
Malagasy Republic (Madagascar). 

Considering its strategic importance, 
one would expect Simonstown to be 
bustling with allied naval officers and 
visiting warships. Not so. 

The United States has kept the South 
African defense establishment at arms 
length for more than a decade. The 
State Department* openly has 
discouraged private visits to 
Washington by high ranking members 
of the South African armed forces. 

The British attitude is much the 
same. Every time Royal Navy war- 
ships in any number visit South Africa, 
the pinkish leftwing of Britain’s 
governing Labor Party screams that 
humanity is being betrayed. Recently 
these same leftwingers objected 
because British sailors had such a good 
time while on shore leave in Cape 
Town. 

Only the French Navy openly has 
sought a more friendly and cooperative 
relationship with the South African 
Navy. Now that they no longer operate 
from Diego Suarez in Malagasy, the 
French dearly would love to have base 
facilities near the Cape routes. 

The American and British attitudes 
trace back to United Nations disap- 
proval of the internal racial 
segregation policies of South Africa’s 
white-run government. 

For a variety of reasons, domestic 
and foreign, there is no question of the 
United States government approving 
those apartheid policies even by im- 
plication, much as Prime Minister B. J. 
Vorster’s National Party government 
might wish Washington to do so. 

But would it not be prudent, in the 
interest of America’s own defense, for 
Washington to take a more active role 
in the defense of the Cape sea routes 
and to allow U. S. warships to visit 
Simonstown again? 

There are two views on this in 
Washington. Naval strategists in the 
Pentagon clearly recognize the vital 
importance of unquestioned control of 
the waters leading to and around the 
Cape of Good Hope, but they are not 
encouraged to sound off on the subject. 

Many State Department experts take 
a different view. They concede that 


Simonstown is well situated and well 
equipped, but caution that any visible 
gestures toward South Africa run the 
risk of poisoning relations with Black 
Africa to the point where Black African 
countries would deny the U. S.

Washington might undertake in con- 
nection with African problems.

The problem of guaranteeing the sea 
approaches to and around the Cape was 
thrown into sharp focus when Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson's British 
government pulled out of the Simon- 
stown Agreement, the document which 
heretofore had represented South 
Africa’s tenuous defense link with the 
West. 

That agreement was signed by the 


under the names of Cape Colony, Natal, 
Orange Free State and the Transvaal, 
designations still reflected in the South 
African flag. Unified following the 
Anglo- Boer war at the turn of the 
century, these units are hard for a 
foreigner to sort out but are very real in 
the minds of South African citizens. 

A number of proposals have been 
advanced for changing the name of the 
Republic of South Africa. Under one of 
the most controversial, the country 
would be referred to as “Azania”. 

This is the name which some of Souti. 
Africa's critics abroad use to describe 
the country. Nevertheless, the Pretoria 
News said in a recent editorial, 
“Azania” should not be disqualified for 
that reason. 

The term “Azania” originated many 
centuries ago at the time of the Ancient 
Egyptian King Ptolemy, the newspaper 
wrote. Court geographers used the 
word to refer to the southern extremity 
of the African continent of which they 
had only the haziest idea. 

“The term’s historical roots 
therefore are reasonably respectable, 
and since it cannot be claimed as the 
invention of our enemies, do we stand to 
lose anything by adopting it?" the 
newspaper asked. “It has a fairly 
pleasant ring and it certainly would 
take some wind out of our critics’ sails. 
And, starting as it does with the first 
letter of the alphabet, it would get us 
well up the roll-call list at the United 
Nations.”

Homeowners warned of fireplace hazards 


As winter weather and fuel 
conservation bring 
fireplaces into increasing 
popularity, the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety 
Commission reminds con- 
sumers that more than 6,000 
children and adults required 
hospital emergency room 
treatment last year for in- 
juries associated with 
fireplaces and fireplace 
equipment. 

Children under 5 years old 
sustained 65 per cent of the 
injuries reported to the 
Commission; about 15 per 
cent of the injured were 
between five and 10 years 
old. Although most injuries 
involved lacerations, five 
per cent were bums which 
frequently are among the 
most painful and long lasting 
injuries. 

Injury reports in com- 
mission files record cases in 
which children’s night- 
clothes ignited when they 
stood too close to an open 
fireplace; a student’s 
brushed denim jeans ignited 
while she was warming her 
legs near a fireplace with 
gas fireplace logs; adults 
and teenagers received 
severe burns when gasoline 
or other liquid fuels were 
poured on fires mistakenly in 
attempts to rekindle them. 

A less obvious hazard 
resulted in injuries for at 
least two families who were 
overcome by carbon 
monoxide or other toxic 
fumes. One family tried to 
burn charcoal in the 
fireplace and the other had 
accidentally thrown some 
polystyrene foam packaging 
onto the fire. 

The National Fire 
Protection Association 
estimates that there will be 
14,000 house fires this year 
started by fireplaces. Major 
causes of these fires include 
overloading the fire, damage 
to the fireplace such as 
missing bricks, obstructed 
flues, ignition of nearby 
combustibles, and flying 
sparks. 

Factory made built-in 
metal fireplaces that were 
overloaded with fuel or 
improperly installed were 
associated with a number of 
fires last year. 

After 15 to 20 fires in the 
same county were traced to 
this style fireplace, one fire 
chief urged the use of “small 
romantic fires’’ rather than 
roaring blazes that could 


drop onto the floor or carpet. 
Poking a log also could cause 
a flare-up. 

— Home rolled newspaper 
logs should never be soaked 
in flammable fuels of any 
kind because of the severe 


danger of explosion. Soaking 
the newspaper in water 
either before rolling or 
during rolling removes the 
clay content and will provide 
a better burning log. Then, 
stack the logs on end and let 


them dry for two weeks in 
the basement. When lighting 
the newspaper logs, use 
kindling just as you would 
for a regular fire. 

Do not overload the 
fireplace. Large fires can 


lead to overheating of wall or 
roof materials, particularly 
if the fireplace is constructed 
of metal. 

— Always use a screen 
around the fireplace to keep 
sparks from flying out and to 


protect children and adults 
from accidental clothing 
ignition. 

— Warn children about the 
danger of fire. Do not let 
them play with fire. 

— Keep flammable 


materials such as carpets, 
pillows, furniture or papers 
away from the fireplace 
area. Be sure the Christmas 
tree is not close enough to be 
ignited by a spark. Be ‘ 
especially careful of ac- 


cidentally igniting holiday 
wrapping papers. 

— Make sure that the fire 
is out completely before 
retiring for the night or when 
leaving the house. 


cause the fireplace to 
overheat over a period of 
time and ignite nearby 
materials. 

For the safer enjoyment of 
the nation’s 22 million 
fireplaces, the commission 
recommends the following 
safety precautions:— Be 
sure the* fireplace was 
constructed for actual use, 
not just for decoration. In- 
spect it to be sure that it has 
adequate protective linings 
and smoke ducts and that the 
chimney is clear and in good 
repair. 

— If installing a factory- 
made fireplace, insure that it 
is not near any combustible 
materials and has adequate 
flame and heat barriers. 

— Open the damper before 
lighting the fire and keep it 
open until the ashes are cool. 
This will avert the build-up 
of poisonous gases, 
especially while the family is 
sleeping. 

— Never use gasoline, 
charcoal lighter or other fuel 
to light or relight a fire 
because the vapors can 
explode. Never keep 
flammable fuels near a fire. 
Vapors can travel the length 
of a room and explode. 

— Do not use coal or 
charcoal in a fireplace 
because of the danger of 
carbon monoxide build-up. It 
is not a good idea to burn 
trash or wrappings in 
fireplace fires because 
polystyrene foam and other 
coated materials can 
generate deadly fumes. 
Flying paper embers could 
also ignite the roof. 

— Do not treat artificial 
logs like real logs. Artificial 
logs usually are made of 
sawdust and wax and have 
special burning properties. 
Be sure to read the in- 
structions on the logs and 
follow them carefully. Use 
just one log at a time and do 
not add another log until the 
fire is completely out Never 
add an artificial log to a 
natural wood fire that is 
already burning. Wait at 
least two hours before ad- 
ding an artificial log to a 
natural log fire because it 
could cause a flare-up. 

Do not poke artificial logs 
because the flaming wax 
could stick to the poker and

Identity Standards (URMIS) 
have been accepted and 
endorsed by retailers across 
the country, according to an 
informal poll taken by the 
National Love Stock and 
Meat Board. 

H. Kenneth Johnson, 
executive director of the 
Board’s Food Science 
Division, said the survey was 
made to determine both 
industry and consumer 
response to the standardized 
meat labeling project which 
was launched a little over a 
year ago (Sept., 1973). *

TO DATE, _ governing 
agencies of 32 states have 
recognized the program. 
Some states either have 
mandatory legislation to use 
the program or are con- 
sidering such legislation 
while other states suggest 
voluntary compliance. 

Under URMIS, each label 
has a three part description, 
giving the species of animal, 
the name of the wholesale or 
primal cut and the specific 
retail cut name. 

Most of the retailers 
contacted said they had 
experienced no problems in 
adopting the streamlined 
system to meat department 
operations in their stores. 
Retailers reported that 
customer awareness and 
acceptance of the Uniform 
Meat Identification System 
had also been increasing, 
although some had expected 


greater interest on the part 
of the consumer. 

Stores which had the 
better customer acceptance 
were generally those which 
featured URMIS in their 
advertising programs and 
had used point-of-purchase 
material, wall charts and 
customer booklets in the 
store. One retail manager 
reported that the younger 
shoppers in the store seemed 
to be the ones most aware of 
URMIS, saying they were 
learning the system as they 
were learning to shop for 
meat while older shoppers 
had to “unlearn’’ names 
which had been used in the 
past. % 

TO AID comsumers in the 
transition from old to new 
labeling, some stores used 
two labels, one the approved 
URMIS name, the other the 
old “fanciful” name.

Get your news printed 


Let's start the new year right

Okay, gals, let’s start the 
new year right, okay? We’re 
referring to you publicity 
chairmen particularly— 
those who’ve been named to 
get their club news into the 
paper. Whether you’ve 
accepted the job willingly or 
reluctantly, it’s still up to 
you to meet certain 
deadlines and standards. 

So often the person chosen 
bemoans the fact that “I 
can’t write” but, believe me, 
that’s the least of your 
worries. Remember, there’s 
a staff of reporters who are 
trained to do just that for you 
(a chore to the novice, a snap 
for the experienced). So 
don’t feel insecure, shy or 
hesitant about submitting 
your items. 

The main thing to 
remember is to have a pad 
and pencil handy DURING 
the meeting and to jot down 
notes as things progress. So 
often people get home and a 
week later attempt to recall 
who spoke, what was ac- 
complished, where the next 
meeting would be held, when 
the rummage sale was 
scheduled and why they 
voted to donate that money. 

There’s your clue in a 
nutshell— who, what, where, 
when and why— the five W’s 
of journalism. In remem- 
bering those five little 
pronouns and conjunctions, 
you’ll have the whole gist of 
your story and capsulized to 
boot. 

Bazaars, sales and other 
fund-raising projects should 
be publicized well in advance 
in order to allow our 


photographer to get into the 
act. If warranted, we’ll 
make every effort to see that 
some kind of “art” (picture) 
accompanies your story. 

To save duplicating an 
item and perhaps confusing 
the issue, just one person 
should be delegated to 
contact the newspaper, 
preferably by writing down 
the information. Short items 
(such as those for the “It’s a 
Date” column will be taken 
by phone but stories in- 
volving names are a must in 
writing. This helps prevent 
incorrect spellings since s 
and f, c, z and e and g and j 
sound too much alike over 
the phone. 

It’s really best if the notes 
can be submitted in typed 
form but legible handwriting 
or printing is always ac- 
ceptable. 

Deadlines are a most 
important thing to get 
straight right from the 
beginning since that’s what 
will determine whether your 
story makes or misses the 
next issue. For our Suburban 
Living pages, we ask that 
items be in no later than 2 
p.m. Thursday in order to 
make the following week’s 
paper. Dropping an item off 
at 4 p.m. Thursday will NOT 
get to the presses on time. So 
please jot that time down at 
the very top of your publicity 
chairman list and we’ll all 
end up on a happy note. 

A few more do’s to refer to 
when readying your story: 

DO double space when 
typing. This gives us room 
for corrections and in- 
structions to the printer. 

DO leave ample margins 
at the top (about 3 inches) 


and at the sides (about 1 
inch) for the same reason. 

DO refer to your members 
in the same connotation such 
as Mrs. John Doe and Mrs. 
Harry Smith rather than 
Mrs. John Doe and Mrs. 
Linda Smith or use names 
without titles such as Mary 
Doe and Linda Smith. Social 
clubs usually prefer the 
former useage while 
business clubs generally use 
the latter form. 

Most important of all, 
please include a telephone 
number where you can be 


reached during business 
hours (9 to 5). In the event 
we have to check a date, 
name or spelling, we are 
able to make the correction 
immediately.

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To beat winter blahs 


Dish up a tempting French dinner 


Homemakers looking for 
something to add a different 
taste to mid-winter meals 
will find a touch of far away 
places when serving up 
ethnic delights. 

If you’re bogged down by 
the usual meat and potatoes 
dishes, try serving 
something exotic. French, 
mid-eastern or Scandinavian 
dishes need not be mind- 
boggling or difficult. 

A little extra effort and the 
result could be a meal 


brimming over with temp- 
ting delights. 

Many people reject French 
food if they are watching 
their diet, fearing it as very 
rich. This may be true in 
some cases as with quiche 
lorraine or chocolate 
mousse, but need not be the 
rule. 

Here is a menu of French 
dishes adapted for the 
modern American diet.

The French are experts in 
the art of blending herbs and 
spices resulting in the most 
subtle of flavors. They, 
however, often will ’em- 
phasize one herb in a dish as 
in Poulet V Estragon. In 
northern France where this 
dish is a classic, fresh 
tarragon from the garden is 
used in preparing the 
chicken for Sunday dinner. 
The Americanized version of 
chicken tarragon uses 


plump chicken breasts filled 
with an onion-tarragon 
stuffing. Browning in 
margarine and baking in 
white wine adds to the 
delicate flavor of this 
tempting dish. 

To liven the appetite, 
without filling your guests, 
start the meal with 
mushroom cdnsomme, a 
light chicken broth flavored 
with mushrooms and celery. 
Peppers, pimientoes and 
raisins combine to make 


2 tablespoons chopped 
pimiento 

cup dark seedless raisins 
l /2 teaspoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 
Saute onion and green 
pepper in margarine until 
tender, about five minutes. 
In a large bowl combine the 


onion mixture with rice, 
pimiento, raisins, salt and 
pepper. Mix thoroughly. 
Turn mixture into a lightly 
greased 1^-quart shallow 
baking dish. Cover. 

Bake at 350 degrees 30 
minutes, or until well heated. 
Makes six servings.

Cover; bake at 350 degrees 
for VJz hours or until tender, 
basting occasionally. Place 
meat onto a cutting board; 
remove skewers and string. 
Cut into thick slices. 

In a small saucepan, blend 
cornstarch with a small 
amount of marinade; add 
remaining marinade. Cook 
on low heat until marinade is 
slightly thickened. Serve as 
a sauce with sliced beef roll.

Ford Motor Co. is recalling 
11,400 four-wheel drive light 
trucks to repair possibly 
defective front axle spindles. 

The automaker said the 
spindles may crack on 1974

Ford added that the 
problem surfaced in 
laboratory and vehicle 
testing. No reports of the 
problem have come from 
customers. 

More than 10,500 of the 
recalled trucks have been 
sold in the United States, 
nearly 600 in Canada and 
about 250 are in other parts 
of the world, Ford said.

Medical aide training 
gets program funding 


The first year’s funding of 
a 3-year grant totaling 
$19,705 from the Veterans 
Administration (VA) for use 
in a physician’s assistant 
training program has been 
awarded Mercy College of 
Detroit. 

The report of the first 
payment was made by Ar- 
• nold E. Mouish, director of 
the Ann Arbor Veterans 
Administration Hospital. 

The 3-year grant will be 
administered by Harriet 
Gales, director of the 
physician’s assistant 
training program at the 
college. 

The college is affiliated 
with the VA hospital and the 


grant is to be used to coor- 
dinate and supervise the 
physician’s assistant 
training program through 
clinical experience at the 
hospital. 

The grant will be con- 
tinued for two more years! 
subject to the availability of 
funds and program progress. 

Mouish said the VA grants 
are authorized by a public 
law and are designed to 
alleviate shortages in health 
care personnel and promote 
quality health care by ex- 
panding and improving 
education and training op- 
portunities throughout the 
United States. 

The local program will 


build on the affiliation 
between the VA hospital and 
Mercy College that permits 
cooperative arrangements 
and coordination of 
resources between the two, 
the VA hospital director 
added. 

The grant is one of 16 to 
schools of health professions 
and occupations that 
recently were approved by 
VA Administrator Richard 
L. Roudebush in 

Washington, D C. 

Together, these have total 
first-year funding of 
$2,430,000 and a total 
estimated funding of 
$14,965,000 over 3- to 7-year 
periods.

schedules 2 hearings 


City 

Belleville residents will 
have an opportunity to ac- 
tively participate in the 
planning of a community- 
wide development program 
by attending two public 
hearings scheduled this 
month by the Belleville City 
Council. 

The public hearings 
initially will be conducted 
before the Belleville Plan- 
ning Commission next 
Tuesday and again before 
the Belleville City Council on 


• Jan. 20. Both hearings will 
start at 8 p.m. and will be 
held in the Municipal 
Building at 6 Main St. 

The public sessions are 
being offered under the 
provisions of the federally- 
operated Community 
Development Act of 1974. 
The federal act requires the 
holding of a series of public 
hearings. 

An application Tor funds 
under the Community Block 
Grant Program of the act is 


being prepared by Urban 
Renewal Director Henry 
Graper. 

The application, approved 
by the City Council, is for a 3- 
year plan involving $189,000 
in federal funds available to 
the city under the 
development act. 

The residents’ active 
participation in the com- 
munity-wide development 
planning will be through 
these public hearings and 


individual responses to a 
questionnaire, listing 
acitivites that may be funded 
under the grant. 

The questionnaires, which 
have been distributed and 
picked up at City Hall, will 
be opened and reviewed at 


the public hearings before 
the Planning Commission 
and the City Council. 

Residents will be per- 
mitted to include in the grant 
applications projects they 
would like seen as part of 
community development. 


Included on tax bills for 
the winter collection period 
in Romulus running from 
Dec. l, 1974 to Feb. 28 of this 
year is a one per cent 
collection fee.

“Actually there’ are 33 
cities and 10 ‘townships in 
Wayne County collecting the 
fee,” he continued. “Our 
community is levying it to 
defray a portion of the ex- 
pense to the city for the 
winter tax collection in 
which the city receives 
nothing for the additional

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First time for certain calls 


Belleville area callers to get custom service 


Michigan Bell Telephone 
Co. has disclosed that Touch- 
Tone service, International 
Direct Distance Dialing and 
several custom calling 
features soon will be 
available for the first time to 
telephone customers in the 
Belleville area. 

Eugene L. Greek, 
Michigan Bell's local 
manager, said the new 
telephone services will be 
made possible by the in- 
stallation of an electronic 
switching system (ESS) in 
the company’s new office 
located at 370 South St. in 
Belleville. 


The installation of the ESS 
equipment completes a 2- 
year, $4 million project to 
"improve and expand 
telephone service In this 
area," Greek said, adding 
that the new equipment will 
become operational at 2 a.m. 
Jan. 12. 

When Michigan Bell 
started its statewide 
austerity program last June, 
the company indicated it 
would review scheduled 
construction projects to 
determine which ones could 
be delayed without ad- 
versely affecting service, 
Greek continued. 


The company decided the 
new ESS could not be 
deferred, because in- 
stallation schedules made it 
imperative that construction 
proceed, he said. 

Touch-Tone service and 
International Direct Dialing 
(IDD) will be available to 
customers with 1-, 2- or 4- 
party service, he added. 
However, Custom Calling 
will be available only to 
customers with l-party 
service. 

With a Touch-Tone phone, 
a caller can tap out a number 
in about five seconds com- 


pared to the 15 seconds it 
usually takes to dial a 
number on a conventional 
phone, Greek continued. 

Custom Calling features to 
be offered for the first time 
include: 

— Call forwarding, which 
automatically transfers an 
incoming call from one 
telephone to another. 

— Call waiting, which lets 
a customer using the phone 
know that there is a second 
call waiting to be answered.

If there is any consolation to the recent deal that the New 
York Yankees made to obtain Jim “Catfish” Hunter, it’s that 
the Yanks are optimistic the economy will improve. 

How else can one explain thd fantastic package New York 
offered the former Oakland A’s pitching star? 

Hunter, a 106 game winner over the past five seasons- and 
last year’s American League Cy Young Award recipient, 
signed a multi-year contract with the Yanks recently 
estimated to be worth $3.7 million.

“I CAN’T HELP but think that the contract will hurt the

“However, Hunter has proven himself and when you 
compare his salary to that of some of the pro basketball and 
football players it actually isn’t out of line.
